I. Clainns 1-19, and 27-29 are drawn to an image processing method for 
generating a three dimensional model, classified in class 382, subclass 
154. 

II. Claims 20-26, drawn to a texture mapping process, classified in class 345, 
subclass 582. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and il are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2)

806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because any type of texture mapping can 
be used. The subcombination has separate utility such as choosing the best texture for 
an object.
